iiil SMILE DIPLOMACY 

Some nf our marrlngc spcclallsLs say that 
. the people most likely to make a bucccki o( 
'* marrlaftc arc those who jeluse to allow any 
differences to becomo big enouRh to break 
up the relationship. 

One might say that lately President ELson- 
hower and Premier Bulganln of the Soviet 
union havft been actlnK'lIko a married pair 
determined to let nothlnK spoil their blissful 
Btatc. 

Perhaps the outstandlnft Impression gain- 
ed from the Bin Four mcetlnK at Geneva was 
the resolve on all sides to keep smiling 
through'ovcry difficulty. 

More recently the world was treated to an 
even more striking example of this developing 
attitude In both the United States and the 
fiovlet union. 

Bulganln offered the Soviet assembly 
basically temperate report on Geneva, but 
appeared to reject flatly Mr. Ehcnhowcr's 
plan for mutual U.S.-U.S.S.H. ln.spoctlon of 
their military installations. 

The President refused to take the stnte- 
ment as It seemed to be meant. He said the 
Russians had not really elosed the door on 
liLi plan, but simply expressed a prefcrfcnce 
lor a disarmament program^of'thelruown— 
one they had advanced lost May 10. 

The very next dn/. Bulganln picked up 
where the President had left off. He .lald hi.-: 
earlier remarks had been misunderstood, that 
Russia was not refusing to find ways other 
IV-thttn-lta own planJoiLEOlylngJhcJough dis 
armament problem. 

This series of exchanges Is plainly slgnlfl 
cant. It shows that the mood of Geneva was 
no accident. Both sides are Intent on keeping 
Iw their voices down. They mean to preserve 
^12 the civilities at least long enough to find out- 
whether any progress Is possible on the real 
substance of their differences. 

Other conferences In the weeks and months 
ahead will decide that question. 

All that can be said now is that the atmos- 
phere established and being maintained with 
painstaking care by U.S. and Russian leaders 
alike Is moderately hopeful. And after the 
grim history ot the last .decade, that alone 
,1s fjulte a statement. But wo should not for- 
•"gct that these differences are very great. 

LESSON FOn OFFICEHOLDERS 
WheU' a man assumes public office, he 
knows that he must adhere to the highest 
'standards of ethical behavior. But ttiat Is 
not enough. . 

Such a man must avoid not only evil, but 
the faintest appearance of evil. 
This Harold Talbott failed to do as sccre- 
.lt_IocM._And_tli RtL_m(wlfl_lii5. 
resignation necessary and inevitable. 

Durtns his tenure In public office. Talbott 
retained a limited partnership In a manage- 
ment engineering firm known as Paul B. Mul- 
ligan and company, some ot whose clients had 
defense contracts. 

No evidence was presented to an Investigat- 
ing senate committee that Talbott used his 
high position to compel defense contractors 
to favor the Mulligan firm. 

Biit. actluB OS a private business man from 
his Pentagon office, he did things whose 
effect was to promote his private business, 
jjj whieh yielded him about $60,000 a year. He 
■' wrote private business letters on air force 
stationery, and used air force personnel in 
what amounted to promotional efforts. 

This was inexcusable, and shows that Tal- 
bott failed to understand the full nature of 
his responsibilities. So it Is that President 
Elsenhower, while praising Talbott for his 
able service to the government, said he made 
the "rlRht" decision In resigning. 

Tnlbott'a unhappy, experience may have 
value If \t serves as a. sharp reminder to 
others what the standards' of public behavior 
■must be. 



ANTI- GIVEAWAY SPIRIT 

Although the anti-giveaway spirit has been 
most marked In the field of foreign affairs, 
congre-ss extended It to domestic problems. 

Ike'.-; financing of a new highway system 
through Issue of non-governmental bonds was 
defeated on the ground that the extra cost, 
which was e.-Jllmatcd at more than 10 billion 
dollars, would have been saddled on the tax- 
payers for the benefit of a lew bankers and 
ficcurlly dealers. For similar reasons, his ela- 
borate public houslni; program was trimmed. 

Another ihru.st aL "giveaways" was the sen- 
ale's refusal even to con.sldcr the house bill 
Increasing farm .lupport prices to the old fig- 
ure of 00 per cciM. 

Even Treasury Secretary Humphrey caught 
the fever. 

For financial and political rea-ioiis. he 
pleaded for termination nr revision of the 
•■fast lax writeoff" procedure, under which 
preat corporations save million.'; at the ex- 

-pcnsc-of-thp-trcasiirj':— 

Humphrey aI,so favored a .ichcme under 
; which such federal enterprises a.i TVA would 
pay taxes comparable with those of private 
competitors, and also buy money nt going In- 
tcrcst>ratcs. Instead of through tapping thc- 
I public till. 

~Notr-nll-of-these-''ch'orlty- begins at home" 
■measures- were-achleved-a t-fhfr-recwit-nM- 
slon. But the mere attempt at them marks a 
ji-rcvcrsal of policlos-and-attltudes-that have- 
Vf. prevailed since before Pearl Harbor.
